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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 44-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. As 
stated in the previous rejection, hereby incorporated by reference, a key inventive feature, namely, how 
the transistors are configured to form capacitors, is not clearly defined. 

Initially, applicant is incorrect in asserting that the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 "seeks only 
to ensure that the scope of the claims is clear". In fact, a secondary purpose of the Statute is to provide a 
clear measure of what applicants regard as the invention so that it can be determined whether the 
claimed invention meets all the criteria for patentability. By omitting a specific structural description of how 
the claimed transistors form part of a capacitor, claims 44-57 are incomplete, and the actual inventive 
structure is undefined. 

While it is possible to physically convert a MOSFET transistor into a discrete capacitor, for 
example, by shorting the source and drain regions to each other, once such an alteration has been made, 
the original structure will no longer function as a transistor. 

However, the instant claims recite the presence of both transistors and capacitors together, 
whereby the transistors form capacitors. Consequently, it is unclear just what inventive structure the 
claims are describing, whether a structure in which some of the transistors have been physically altered 
to become discrete capacitors, or whether the claim language merely refers to some of the internal 
capacitive properties which are inherent to the transistors themselves. 
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Because the claims explicitly refer to capacitor(s), which implies discrete structures and not an 
induced or inherent electrical characteristic, the actual structure of the invention is vague and indefinite, 
and the overall nature of the invention cannot be clearly determined.
